I would like to request a follow up on all these open Service Requests in regards to 
the damaged/graffitied/abandoned news racks within the Hollywood Media District 
BID. I have taken quite a bit of my time to identify the new racks that are not in 
compliance with LAMC Section 42.00(f) - particular subsection (6) Maintenance 
Specifications - not maintained in neat and clean condition and in good 
repair. These news rack companies should have already responded to the 
violations of graffiti and cleaning. They are supposed to remedy the non 
compliance within 24 hours of notifications but in no event more than 72 hours. It 
has been closed to 45 days since my initial report - I need assistance in getting 
these news racks cleaned up or REMOVED in some cases.
